Sarsfield, and of the Hoſt ages agreed on, in order to a Capitulation for 
Surrender of X (merick rs _ Majefties Hands. 


N Friday the ſecond Inſtant, we had Letters of 22d Seprember, from the Camp 

before Limerick, with Advice, That on the Nineteenth the Great Cannon tor 

Batre: y having done their dzſigned office, were ordered from off the Batteries 

and carried down to be put og. Board the Ships in the River, and Orders given to ths 
Commanders of all the whole Squadron, forchwith ro deitroy and bring off all the E- 
nemies Corn, Forrage, Proviſions, &c. which they could come art all along the Sban- 
non, on Clareiide, in order to ſtreighten the Town, which had all irs ſupport from that 
County, and the County of Kerry ; which latter, Brigadier Lewifon had already fo re- 
duced, that molt of the conſiderable Inhabirants had taken ProteRion from him, and 
but a ſew days before had routed the main Body the Enemy had in that County, which 
conſiſted of two Regiments of Horſs, and of Foot and Rapparees, near Three thouſand. 

Things ſtanding thus, a Council ot War was'called, and a Reſolution raken to pals 
over the Shannon, and reduce Clare, or hight Sarsfield., And purſuant hereunto, che 
General Cilpoſed all things proper in the Camp. 

And on "Tueſday the Twenty ſecond of Seprcmber early in the Morning ; accompx- 
nized with rhe Prince of IWirtemburgh , the Prince of Heſſe, General Sravenmore, Oc. 
with Ten Regiments of Foot, Fourteen Field-picces , Eight days Subſiltence , and all 
the Horſe and Dragoons, (excepting Collonel Coys Regiment, and Fifty from out each 
Regiment that marcht ) marched over the Bridge of Pontoons into the ſaid! County of 
Clare. The Enemy during their March tothe faid Bridge,nor ſparing their Cannon Ball. 

The {ame Letters gave us an account , that the Town was cxiream {hor of Pro- 
viſions , and could not ſubſilt Ten days, and were much divided in their Refolutions ; 
as allo that after the Defeat of theic Four Regiments of Dragoons., Commanded by 
Brigadeer C/ifford a few days hefore, and Sarsfield Decamping toward, che Mountains 
with their whole Body. They were within for a Surrender, and on the brink of Mu- 
tiny, of which advice being Convoyed to Sarsfield, he in the Night threw hiraſelf into 
the Town with a great Body of Horſe, ſont lay 1500, deſigaing to watch our draw- 
ing off, and to Sally upon our Reer. : | 

The General letc before the Town Major General Maccay, Major General Talmaſp, 
and a ſufficient ſtrength to ſecure the Works and Trenches againſt. all the. Force could 
come againſt them, and orders to continue (as they had done before) night and day 
withour intermiſſion to Play upon the Town , which our Camp expected would have 
made a vigorous Sally the 23 or 24th. bat they had not the Courage fo to do, though' re- 
inforced by Sar:fic/d, of whoſe coming in we had no intelligence. 

On Sunday Morning O&ober the fourth , an Eminent Citizen who hath been very 
happy and early in his Intelligence from Ireland., waited on Her Majeſty with Three 
Letters from perſons of known Reputation and Integrity , which give the following ac- 
count, viz. That the General and Army marched up into the County of Clare, to find 
out the Enzmy, andon the 23 met with them, Commanded in Chief by Dowinick Shel. 
don, the Lord Galmey and others, who took their March towards Limerick; the General 
followed them hard, and on the 24 not far from Limerick, foughtand beat themgkilling 
600 on the place, and took 300 priſoners, 'amongſt which are one Collonel, three Lieu- 
tenant Collonels, fifteen Majors, 22 Captains, and divers Subalcern Officers. 

The routed Enemy fled to Limerick over the Shannon-Bridge, and our Men purſued 
them ſo cloſe, that many went in wich them ; and had not the Governour ſhut Tho- 
mond-Gate, our whole Army had fell in Pel-mel into the Town, andraken it by Storm. 

By the Governour's ſhutting the Gate, and drawing” up the Bridge, many of the 

__ Enemy were ſhut out, and -lett tothe Mercy of.our Men ; which the Iriſh. within ſee- 
ing, forced (as its thought) the Governour to hang out a White Flag. _ 

And immediately a Centinel was ſent into our Camp to Major-General Talmaſh, to 
know on which fide General GmRle was, in order to a Capitulation 3 and forchwith a 
Lieutenant-Collonel from our Camp, and a Lieutenant-Collonel from our Governour, 
were ſent on Clare ſide to the Genera), to acquaint him therewith: who in alittle time 
conſented thereto ; and the Hoſtages were agreed on, viz. for the Town, Sarsfield and 
Wahoup ; and for the General, the Prince of Heffe, aud Major-General Scravenmore ; 
who were a Coane exchan acCorpunghy: g 

So that we may reaſonably believe, the next News from 1r(land will be, an Expreſs from the General, with 
the Articles and Day of Surrender : Which will pur an end to thar War, and determine the many Wagers 


depending on Michat!mas-Day ; before which, or on that day, irs thought the Capitulation will put jr inco
